‘John Burns Miller, an engineer, appear- 
ed to answer a charge of having assaulted a 
married woman named Mary Snelling, 
yeaterday afternoon, “Defendant had been 
admitted yestorday to ball, having been 
arrested, inatead of being summoned as Is 
natal in such cases. 

Mary‘Snelling, sworn, atated :—~About 2 
odlock yesterday, defendant, who has beon 
a lodger in my house for nearly a month, 
came to take away his boxes, requested 
him to wait unti! my husband returned 
bofore he took away the things; but he} 
insisted upon taking them away, and ro- 
moved his things into thé streot, I then 
asked him. to psy the money for-the rent, 
and he refused, saying, “I don’t intend to 
pay you any money whatever, but. 1 shall 
take my goods away in spite of you.” I 
bogged of him to wait till my hueband 
returned, but *he.refused to do so, and used 
a lot of bad language which I cannot ex- 
press, [am ashamed to say what it was ; 


: my bunband,- who hoard them the second 


time, may repeat the words, (Here 
the’ husband - was requested to leave 
the Court.) I sgain asked for the 
rent. This occurred partly on: the 
landing and ‘partly on the stairt I hid 
‘poun trying to keep the coolies called by 
defendant from ‘coming in to take the lug- 
gage; but they forced their way in past 
me, and I wan going upstaira, “When J got 
to the top of the stairs, he struck mo: 
did nothing to him before ho strack me, 
Defendant struck me: with his fist between 
the left eyé and the cheok (shows a blaok 
and swollen mark under the eye).

: The Choya Shimbun, referring to Mr 
Matsuda’s ‘mission to the Loo Choo Islands, 
says that the King was sick at the time of 
the visit, and that all the business done was 
transacted between the Envoy and a Prince 
Tko, About ten thousand families, de- 
seended from Chinese immigrants, and 
living upon one of the islands, are said to 
retain a strong predeliction for the land of 
their origin-- Some of their forefathers 
fought bravely against Shimadzu Yoshihisa, 
when he invaded the isles in 1609... When 
the people of: Chinese descent heard of 
Matsuda’s. vieit and its object they strenu- 
ously opposed the discontinuance of aending 
tribute to the Celestial empire, , Tho Ohoya, 
however, holds that it. is not only these 
villages but all the islanders who yearn for 
the Chan Chan, It is added that copies of 
the letter said to have been addressed, by 
the'Loo Chooan Commissioners in Tokio, 
to the foreign Ministers, were distributed 
through the islands by order of the Hancho. 
* Whe Herald understands ‘ that an action 
will shortly come before the British Court 
here, arising out of the fire at the late Yedo 
Hotel, which was destroyed some weeks 
ago, the agent of the Company in which it 
was insured refusing to pay thé amount ” 

Matsumoto Bu 
'‘momban at the race course at Negishi, has 
been condemned to ten year's” penal servi- 
tude for lending a room to Chinamen for 
the purpose of smoking-opinm therein. The 
case was proved by several of the Kanagawa 
Ken policemen ; and, further, the accused is 
said to have confessed his guilt at the Blof 
Police Station, .The sentence will appear 
to foreigners to be out of all proportion to 
the magnitude of the. offence ; but. it was 
providad for by a law, the object and stern. 
intention of which ‘is that opitim shall not 
be allowed to, be smoked by any subject of 
the empire, or any one amenable to its 
jurisdiction. Tho culprit in this case being 
a Japanese, has been treated with exem- 
plary severity, with the view, probably, of’ 
deterring any of his compatriots from fol- 
lowing his example, and as a warning to 
those who indulge in similar practices to 
desist before they are discovered. Some 
Chinese, who from time to time had tho 
vice brought home to them, were, before 
the arrival of @ judicial representative of 
their nation, occasionally sentenced to com 
paratively short terms of imprisonment, 
We trust that Mr Bunkichimay be fortunate 
enough to have his penalty mitigated.

THE POLICE. COMMITTEE'S REPORT. 

We reproduce the remaining portion of 
the Report of the Legislative Council Com. 
wmittee on Police and Crime:— : 

EUROPEAN DETEOLIVES, 

14—For a like reason the Committee 
have grave doubts as to the wisdom of 
telling off, in addition to. the Inspector ‘so: 
employed, two European Sergeants for the 
sola Purporo of perfo: ming detective duties, 
‘They think that, valuable as their detective 
services| may occasionally prove,.men of 


their rank would be still botter employed | 


and more properly performing the functions 
of their rankjin supervising seations. If it 
is necessary to toll off Ruropeans specially, 
for detective service, it would be botter 
that the.men relected should hold the rank 
of Constables who might receive, when’ 
thought desirable, some extra pay, ‘ 

With reference to the subjest of this and 
the preceding paragraph the Committee 
would add that, in thelr opinion, no OCon- 
stable ought to be withdrawa from his 
ordinary duties for, at any,rate, more than 
a-mere temporary purpoxo without the 
sanction of the Executive. 


SUGGESTED INCREASE IN THR STRENGTH OF 
: THE FOROE, : 

16.—Both Mr Deane and Mr Croagh con- 
gider the strength of that portion of the 
Policé Force which is employed on land, as 
decidedly too low, and would like to see it 
increased by about a hundred men. .(p.p» 
16 and 49.) It has been pointed out to the 
Committes that the population of the city 
has been groatly augmented within the last 
few years, that British Kowloon has but 
quite xecently sprung into importance and 
that thoro the Police “ have not increased 
by any means in proportion to the value of 

property.” ‘True as all this is, the 
Committee yot feel great hesitation in re- 
commending the suggested addition. They 
are no advocates of an unwise economy, 
and they fullyrecognise the vital importance 
of maintaining the force in a high state of 
efficiency ag an instrgment for the preven- 
tion of crime, and tho preservation of order. 
But on the other hand they cannot lose 
sight of tho heavy expenditure involved in 
keeping up the force at its present standard, 
and of the extreme undesirability of por- 
manently extending any burden jon the 
finances of the Colony in thia djrection, 
‘They think, by the redistributign of its 
strength which they have recommended, by 
a careful economy in the’ employment of 
its material, especially in the| caso of 
Europeans, and by atterition to oie or two 
uggestions to be ‘presently made, that the 
force, if kept to its existing authorised 
standard, may become fairly adequate to 
the needs of the Colony. That the city is 
insufficiently guarded at night, howover, 
the Committee have already given as-their 
opinion, and it follows that, if the two- 
thirds system cannot, after fair trial, be 
successfully worked, an increase of strength 
will. be required. ; , 
PROBAULE DECREASE IN THE WATER POLICE 

THROUGH INTRODUCTION OF STEAM: « 

: LAUNCHES, 

16,—The recent introduction of Polico 
steam-launches which, in-- guarding the
